Western Rights in Berlin 


In recent week» the Soviet leaden 


hive made blustering assertions which 
appeared to challenge the right! of West- 
ern powers to remain in Berlin. 


In answer, the Western authorities 


have asserted repeatedly that they are 
there by the right of conquest and by 
agreement among themselves 
and with 


the Russians and that they intend to re- 
main there. The Wcs/mtgtcm Evening Star 
recently published some notes on this sub- 
ject from which the following is largely 
taken. 


The agreement on the occupation of 


Germany and Berlin was first drafted in 
September. 1944. It was amended in No- 
vember. 1944, approved at Yalta, Feb. 4 
to 11, 1945. and amended in July-August, 
1945. to include France in the occupation. 


The original agreement contained this 


Statement: 


"Germany within her frontiers as they 


were on the 31st of December, 1937, will, 
for the purposes of occupation, be divided 
into four zones, one of which will be al- 
lotted to each of the four powers, and a 
special Berlin area, which will be under 
joint occupation by the four powers." 


The agreement sets up the geograph- 


ical boundary of each zone and specifies 
that the city of Berlin will be divided and 
"will be jointly occupied by the armed 
forces", each of the four powers occupy- 
ing a separate part. It is specifically pro- 
vided that an inter-Allied government au- 
thority consisting of four 
commandants 


appointed by their respective command- 
ers-in-chief will be established to direct 
jointly the administration of the greater 
Berlin area. 


On June 14, 1945, President Truman 


wrote Marshal Stalin relative to the re- 
moval of American troops from the Soviet 
rone of Germany into the United States 
zone of occupation. He wrote that this 
movement should be carried out "in ac- 
cordance with arrangements between the 
respective commanders, including those 
arrangements for simultaneous 
move- 


ment of the national garrisons into Great- 
er Berlin and provision for free access by 
air. road, and rail from Frankfurt and 
B r e m e n to Berlin for United States 
forces." Stalin replied on June 18. 1945. 
giving assurance that on the part of the 


Peace-Where Is It? 


The peace and brotherhood among the 


former colonial territories, supposed to 
sprout and bloom as soon as the bad old 
colonial powers fled, seem to be a long 
time in coming. A few of the new nations 
happen to be just as rapacious as their 
former masters. 


Morocco is not a bit satisfied with its 


borders but instead is dreaming and talk- 
ing and harping about the great Islam- 
ic Empire that controlled much of North- 
ern Africa a few centuries ago. And so 
Morocco has laid claim to territory five 
times as big as the present day country 
and an additional two million 
people. 


Morocco wants the Spanish Sahara and 
Mauritania to the south, part of Mali and 
Algeria to the east and the six Spanish 
enclaves on the north. 


The borders in the desert actually are 


Russian* all necessary meaiurts would 
be taken in Germany and Austria in ac- 
cordance with the above stated plan. 


On July 1, 1945, United Statea forcea 


entered Berlin and withdrew from their 
advanced positions in Eastern Germany. 
A few days earlier, on June 29, 
1945, 


Marshal Zhukov and Gen. Clay and Gen. 
Week met and aet up arrangements for 
the use by the Western powers of specific 
roads, rail lines and airlines for the pur- 
pose of exercising their rights to Berlin. 


But from March, 1948. to May. 
1949, 


the Western powers were obliged to oper- 
ate an airlift to defeat the Soviet effort 
to cut Western access to West Berlin. On 
May 4. 1949. the governments of the Unit- 
ed States, USSR, United Kingdom 
and 


France reached an agreement which pro- 
vided : 


"All the restrictions imposed since 


March 1. 1948, by the government of the 
USSR pn communications, transportation 
and trade between Berlin and Western 
zones of Germany and between the East- 
ern zone and the Western zone will be re* 
moved on May 12.1949." 


The Council of Foreign Ministers meet- 


ing in Paris. June 20. 1949. agreed that 
the settlement of May 4 should be main- 
tained. 
Furthermore, the m i n i s t e r s 


agreed that the occupation authorities, 
each in his own zone, would have an ob- 
ligation to insure the normal functioning 
and utilization of rail, water and road 
transport for such movement of persons 
and goods and such communications by 
post, telephone and telegraph as would 
promote the aims set forth in the May 4 
agreement. 


On May 9, 1949. the Soviet government 


issued an order, one paragraph of which 
stated, •The procedure in effect prior to 
March. 1948, for military and civilian per- 
s o n n e 1 of the British, American and 
F r e n c h occupation forces, permitting 
them to cross the demarcation line at the 
control points of Marienborn and Nowa- 
wes without special passes and requiring 
passes authorized by the SMA staff for all 
other control points is to be established."

Mechanical Energy From the Sun 


Research workers under Prof. John A. 


Duffie, director of the University of Wis- 
consin Solar Laboratory, have 
reported 


on some interesting experiments in using 
heat from the sun to cook, heat rooms 
and also to cool rooms. 
Reports 
were 


made to the United Nations conference on 
new sources of energy meeting in Rome. 
Experiments by the University of Wiscon- 
sin research workers were supported by 
the Rockefeller Foundation. 


One report indicated that a small air 


cooler could be powered by the sun's rays 
through the use of a plastic reflector 
about four feet in diameter. The reflector 
is used to focus the sun's rays onto an 
energy conversion unit which supplies suf- 
ficient pouer to operate a compression 
type cooler. 


It was suggested that rooms could be 


equipped with large solar reflectors that 
would concentrate the sun's heat to power 
air conditioning units in the summertime 
and which could also be used to heat the 
homes in the winter. 


The University of Wisconsin 
team 


working in Mexico succeeded in setting 
up plastic mirrors 
which 
concentrated 


sunlight onto a grid which served as the 
top of a stove. Through the use of plastic 
reflectors it was possible to provide a 
cooking device for between S9 and $1,6, 
the report said The device was described 
as slow but sure, taking something over 
13 minutes to boil a quart of water. 


The experiments suggested the great- 


est use of the solar cooker would be as a 
supplement to a wood and oil burning fa- 
cility in underdeveloped regions, partic- 
ularly in semitropical areas where there 
is plenty of sunlight. In the saving of 
money and time spent in gathering fuel 
the device might be expected to pay for 
itself in about two years. 


The work of these researchers is inter- 


esting in that it suggests unlimited pow- 
er can be taken from the sun although 
in small quantities and for limited pur- 
poses 
Great advances have been made 


in this field in recent years and they may 
be only an indication of what can be done. 
The cooling device seems to be the most 
practical since coolers could be set up 
in almost any latitude to be operated by 
the heat from the sun which would be 
available when the cooler was most need- 
ed.

licatim are forcing Canadian 
publisher* to raise the subscrip- 
tion rates to American readers. 
American publishers art doing the 
•ame on newspapers and maga- 
zines mailed to Canada. 


The rates became effective July 


1 under a new postal deal made 
between Canada and the United 
States at the instance of Canada. 
On an eight-ounce paper the rise 
is from 3 to 10 cents or on a 
yearly basis from $8 to *30 in 
postage charges. 


Host Canadian newspapers are 


now in the process of raising their 
subscription rates on mail delfc 
veries to the United States. One 
newspaper's new rate is $32 a 
year to American subscribers 
compared with a former rate of 
$15. The paper says it will pay 
$28 a year in postage. 


Rate Change 


The rate change on daily news- 


papers is from two cents for the 
first four ounces and two cents 
for each additional four ounces to 
two cents for the first two ounces 
and one cent for each additional 
two ounces. 


For many years the Canadian 


post office has granted special 
rates to newspapers and maga- 
zines as a matter of public policy. 
In recent years revenues have 
fallen far short of covering the 
cost of carrying periodicals. 


Canadian magazine publishers, 


however, have recently been com- 
plaining about stiff competition 
from American publishers with 
greater resources. A royal com- 
mission has recommended special 
tax arrangements affecting Cana- 
dian editions of foreign maga- 
zines. The post office responded to 
the appeals of the publishers 
by moving to reduce the benefits 
low postal rates confer on Ameri- 
can publications. 


Reciprocal Increase 


This was done by negotiating 


with the United States a recipro- 
cal increase in postal rates on all 
publications and that was what 
has hit the American reader of 
Canadian and the Canadian read- 
er of American newspapers. 


Publishers with large circula- 


tions in Canada save costs by tak- 
ing advantage of special "mailing 
in Canada" rates by shipping their 
paners in hulk to a Canadian dis- 
tributor and then mailing through 
the Canadian post office. These 
r?tes have Rone up in line with 
other changes. The chance is from 
three to five cents a pound.
